The situation is strange, lurid and in a 


sense humiliating. Armed Europe waits 
upon the ultimate mandate of one man. 
"The heaven for heijrht," says Solomon, 
"the earth for depth, and the heart of 
kings is tmbsarchaulo." Czar Alexander 
III has two TOiinL? emotions—a horror of 
\var and a. hatred of Germany. 
The 


problem is. Which passion in him shall 
conquer the other? Trammeled by no. 
parliament, influenced neither by re- 
sponsible ministers nor by personal fa- 
vorites, the big, lonely despot is wres- 
tling ont that problem single handed. It 
is an tnvfu! position. 


There is no real public opinion in Rus- 


sia whose voice tni^ht sway the auto- 
crat. He ruusf Gghi. out his own battle 
with himself. 
Probably no solution 


would bottT plfia.f.,0 him individually 
than a gcaoral tiibiirmiirncnt, but that is 
hopeless. We intist leave him to his 
wrestlings with himsrlf. Meanwhile, at 
all even Is. there is a period of reasona- 
bly as&urcd respite. Russia is never 
quite ready, and the millennium will 
probab!y Furpriso her in her chronic at- 
titude of unreadiness. At present she 
is sv.-.y.nins net hors,es, but rifles. A 
year m, j there w.ii not a magazine rifle 
in tlie llnpaian ai-uiy, and the great ma- 
jority of her soldiers are still armed 
with the improved "Bel-dan," a very in- 
ferior weapon both to the German and 
the Austrian rifle. 


But Russia retains still the warning 


memory of her fearful losses before Plev- 
na from the Remingtons, which America 
placed in the bauds of the Turks, and 
with which her obsolete Krenkea could 
not cope. After much tedious experi- 
menting, a year at;o a definite selection 
was made of a, weapon known as the 
"three lino" rifle, and the production and 
issue of this firearm are beinj? pushed 
forward with great, energy. But you 
cannot order m £,000,000 rifles as you 
can a bundle of toothpicks. I believe 
that about a third of the requisite quan- 
tity is now delivered. 


Ifc is absolutely impossible that the 


equipment can bo completed and the 
troops trained to the use of tho new- 
weapon within tho present year. It seems 
extremely improbable that this result can 
be attained before the spring of 1800. 
The opportunity for war—I do not say 
the certainty of war—will como when 
Russia shall have completed the equip- 
ment of her hosts with the "three line" 
rifle.—Archibald Forbes in North Amer- 
ican Rpview.

of the Southern Pacific Company an 
nounces a change in freight rates be 
tween New York and California, which 
•will take effect May 1st. Under the 
new classification east-bound freight* 
will be lower than vvjst-bound freights 
All Pacific Coast products will be 
transported East at a lower rate than 
Eastern commodities will be brought 
West. This will have the effect of a 
protection tariff on Pacific Coast pro- 
ducts. Every commodity produced on 
the farm or in the factory or workshop 
iu California will have the benefit ol 
high transportation rates from the 
East on similar articles. This ought to 
encourage manufactures on the Pa- 
cific Coast if there is anything in pro- 
tection from outside competition. 


The movement to establish a woolen 


factory on the Truckee river at this- 
point ought to receive an impetus from 
thi-i ue iv arrangement. Goods ought 
to in> manufactured here as cheaply as 
in any part of the United States. Ther • 
is sufficient water power to run the 
machinery, and there is wool enough 
produced iu the State to supply the 
factory. The mill would have the ad- 
vantage of rates on the raw wool east, 
and on the manufactured wool west. 


GOVERNOR WAITK SUSTAINED. 


The Supreme Court of Colorado has 


sustained the action of Governor Waite 
in removing two members of the Police 
and fire Board of Denver and appoint- 
ing me a to take their places. The old 
Commissioners refused to vacate their 
offices at the order of the Governor, 
and barricaded themselves in the City 
Hall, where the police force of the city 
and several hundred roughs, armed 
with Winchester rifles, were assembled 
to prevent their removal. The Sheriff 
joined the deposed Commissioners and 
the Governor had no alternative but to 
call on the militia to 
enforce his 


mandates. The gold trust organs took 
the position that Governor Waite was 
insane and that his orders con Id only 
emanate from a madman. 
.Now the 


highest court in the State decides that 
the Governor was right aud acted 
strictly within the law. It bris granted 
a writ of ouster ordering the old Police 
and Fire Commissioners to vacate their 
offices to-day, 


If the goldbugs were disposed to deal 


justly with Governor Waite, whom 
they ridiculed and 
misrepresented, 


they would apologize for their harsh 
and unjust criticisms now that his acts 
have been declared valid by the Su- 
preme Court of the State.

THE ABM OK PLATE FRAUDS. 


The Carneglo Company Alleged to Have 


Been Farnlahlng Defective Armor 
Flatei During the JWnole Period of 
Its Contract. 
PITTSBDBOH, Pa, April 16.—"If Sec- 


retary Herbert will receive and inves- 
tigate the affidavits which I am pre- 
pared to show him, some of the war- 
ships of the new navy will have to be 
taken apart." 


This is the statement of "Honest 


John " McLuckie, ex-Burgess of Home- 
stead and a former employe of the Car- 
negie Steel Company, limited, which 
manufactures armor plates for the 
Government. 


According to the mass of affidavits 


which McLuckie has been gathering 
since the day the flrst completed armor 
plate was turned out of the Homestead 
mills, nearly 10 per cent of the plates, 
aponsons and conning towers furnished 
the United States by the Carnegie Com- 
pany aae defective. The armor-plate 
frauds exposed by a party of seven in- 
formers a few weeks ago are but a hint 
of the sensational developments which 
MeLuckie's affidavits will show. These 
Affidavits tend to prove that the system 
of forcing inferior armor plates on the 
Government, plates that had not been 
properly tempered or plates that are 
filled with blow holes, had been in op- 
jration ever since the Carnegie Com- 
pany begaa w ork on its Government 
contracts. 


The exposure which has already been 


brought to the attention of Congress 
and which resulted jn the Carnegie 
Company paying over $140,000 to the 
Government, of which one-fourth went 
to the informers, covered a period of 
ten mouths from November, 1892, to 
September, 1893. Information will be 
xiven to Secretary Herbert at Washing- 
ton to-morrow to the effect that sys- 
tematic frauds at the Homestead plant 
dave been carried on since August 12, 
1892, up to two weeks ago. 


The affidavits are made by six Home 


stead men, some of whom worked in the 
mill before the great strike in 1892, 
while others are employed by the Car- 
aegie Company to-day in the armor 
plate department 
They are made by 


men who work in the shaping and fin- 
ishing shop, and who have them 
selves assisted, though against their 
,vill, in the general scheme of deceiving 
the United States Government in- 
spectors as to the character of places 
intended for the warships of the new 
.javy. The affidavits are locked in the 
vaults of the Pittsburg Trust Com 
pany. 


This afternoon six men gathered in 


the 
office of Attorney James K. 


vVallace, at 155 Fourth avenue, and pre- 
pared typewritten statements for sub- 
mission to Secretary Herbert. The 
}tatement or declarations embody the 
facts contained in the affidavits, but 
lo not go into details. The affidavits 
rhemselves will be furnished the Secre- 
tary as soon as he enters into an ar- 
rangement allowing the six men a per- 
centage of the amount of penalties and 
forfeits which thb United States Gov- 
ernment has a right to demand of the 
Carnegie Company. 


A TRIFLE MIXED. 


New Hymn Books and Babies. 


In one of our country churches the 


curate had to give out two notices, the 
Qrst of which was about baptism, and 
the latter refered to a new hymn book. 
Owing to an accident he reversed the 
order and read as follows: 


"I am requested to announce that 


the new hymn books will be used for 
the first time in this church on Sun- 
day next, and I am also requested to 
call attention to the delay which often 
takes place in bringing children to be 
baptized. They should be brought on 
the earliest day possible. This is par- 
ticularly pressed on mothers who have 
young infants." "And for the infor- 
mation of those who Hive none," added 
the rector in gentle, kindly tones, and 
who, being sliirhtly deaf, had not heard 
what had been previously said, " and 
for the information of those who have 
none I may state, if wished, they can 
be obtained on application in the ves- 
try immediately after service to-day— 
limp ones, fifty cents each; with stiff 
backs, $1 50."— Vogue.

the .Republican candidate for Governor 
received 192,613, a net loss of over 10,- 
000 votes.

But if 
the Republicans wish to celebrate the 
result of these off year elections they 
should be allowed to do so to their 
hearts' content (for where ignorance is 
bliss it is folly to be wise.) And we 
hope the Populists will not interfere 
with the Republican enthusiasts who 
think the Republican party is sweep- 
ing every thing before it.
